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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant arguments (pages 6-12)on 
claim rejection 1-18, that Nathen and Elahmadi disclose all argued limitation as set forth in final office action. As clearly shown in 
Nathen's FIG. 8, the channel/span 860 S is being shared by working span/channel 858 from the first ring network 802 and the working 
span/channel 862 from the second ring network 804. Thus, examiner clearly asserts "a shared protection span" as "Spare channel/span 
860 S". Moreover, since Spare channel/span 860 S is common and shared by both rings, the CTRLR concurrently switches 
communication traffic on rings 802, 804 associated with different working spans/channels 858, 862 to respective optical channels of a 
Spare channel/span 860 S. Moreover, applicant repeal argues that "using and switching at the same time" is not disclosed. . 
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
